OVER 
16,000 DIED 
OF FLOE IN OHIO 
Columbus, Fob. 14.—The “ flu” and 
pneumonia epidemic which sw ept the 
world and caused the greatest loss of 
life (im ing the months of October and 
November, resulted in 16,443 
deaths 
in Ohio in that period, according 
to 
tim report of the state vital statistics 
bureau issued today. 
More Ohioians between the ages of 
20 and 84 died than those of all other 
age periods combined. 


Paris, Feb. I t—The first world constitution 
was made public this afternoon when President 
Wilson read the draft of the league of nations 
organization before the general peace congress. 
While not containing a provision for any sort 
of international peace force, the constitution in­ 
cludes stringent measures designed to prevent 
future wars. In case any nation makes war with­ 
out first submitting the questions at issue to arbi­ 
tration, there are the following possible courses 
open to the league: 
Severance of diplomatic relations between 
members of the league and the recalcitrant 
power. 
Economic blockade of the nation refusing 
arbitration. 
Recommendation by the executive council 
for the use of force. 
The use of force, however, will leave to each 
power freedom of action under its constitution to 
make the necessary declarations of war. 
The international police force or general staff 
urged by the French and put to a vote yesterday 
afternoon, after a stirring speech by Senator 
Bourgeois was overwhelmingly defeated. Only 
the French and Czechoslovaks voted in favor of 
it. With this feature eliminated, the constitution 
was adopted unanimously. 
The constitution includes a preamble and 
twenty-six articles, having 
been 
increased 
from the original twenty-two articles during yes­ 
terday’s session of the league committee. 
The 
last articles are devoted to purely parliamentary 
matters, the others covering organization of the 
League. 
Congratulations on securing adoption of the 
league constitution poured into American head­ 
quarters at the hotel Grillion before this after­ 
noon’s plenary session. Members of the league

ADVERTISED LETTERS 


Valentine Day, (Fejs. l ith,) the day 
on which a letter or some expressive ! 
token containing sentiments of ad- j 
m iration or affection, sent 
usually j 
anonymously, to persons of the oppo- j 
site sex. 
Called for St. Valentine, a Bishop j 
or Presbyter, who was beheaded at 
Home in 270, in the reign of Emperor 
Claudius, and was early canonized. Ile 
was said to bo a man of most esti­ 
mable parts, so famous for his Love j 
and Charity that the custom of choos- I 
ing Valentines upon his festival was i 
commenced. 
Others claimed that the Valentine j 
custom had its origin from the sup­ 
posed usage of birds to select their 
m ates on this day. 
Others again j 
claim the Valentine custom came from 
a practice prevalent in ancient Rome j ninetecn of the vehicle 
at the purification festival of Duper- f 
calla, during the month of February, ! 
wh^n, among other ceremonies, the 
names of young women were placed j 
in a box, from which they were taken ■ 
by young men, as chance directed. The j 
pastors of the early church, however, ! 
.somewhat changed the form to the 
custom on the eve of Feb. 14, St. 
Valentine's Day, to have the names of 
a select number of one sex put into 
some vessel by an equal number of the 
other, and thereupon every one drew a 
name, which for the time being was 
called his or her Valentine. 
Just when the custom came in vogue 
of a male youth, as a general thing, 
sending elaborate 
and 
often 
very 
costly Valentines to the young lady 
whom he secretly or avowedly loved, 
we cannot say. But we know the 
practice has been going on fo r#tl)ree 
or four score years, though Latterly 
much abridged in practice, ami t o a 
considerable extent reduced to what is 
known us the ridiculous comic Valen* 
j»tine, these often sent as “a hit” a t the 
peculiarities of the recipient.
